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MODIFIED BRUNS NUMBERING SYSYEM WINS BY 2 TO 1 MARGIN 

In the Summer issue of the SCJ, two numbering systems for souvenir cards were presented 
to the SCCS for a vote. Proposal #1 was the chronological modified Bell system. This system 
received 52 votes. Proposal #2 was the modified Bruns system which received 113 votes. Hence, 
a total of 165 SCCS members voted out of the current membership of 472. Granted, a significant 
number of the non-voters had just recently joined the SCCS, too late to vote, Still, a turnout 
of 35% is quite good for a fledgling society. 

In accordance with the wishes of the SCCS membership, the modified Bruns numbering system 
will become the official SCCS numbering system for souvenir cards. This consists of separate 
listings for the BEP, USPS, ABNC, "forerunner, " and UNPA souvenir cards. The listing for the 
"forerunner" cards was given in the Fall issue of the SCJ. Listings for the private, security 
printing companies (ABNC, etc.) and the UNPA are presented in this issue. The Winter issue of 
the SCJ will contain listings of the BEP & USPS cards along with printing totals, 

James H. Bruns (SCCS #227) published his CATALOG of UNITED STATES SOUVENIR CARDS in 1980, 
This catalog contains illustrations, design information, printing totals, and much more on all 
of the BEP, USPS, and UNPA souvenir cards. t is a must for the SC collector. They can be 
ordered for $6 from either Russ Bell, POB 859,\Tiburon, CA 94920 or from the Washington Press, 
2 Vreeland Road, Florham Park, NJ 07932. 

Mr. Bruns plans to put together the 1981-82 edition sometime this winter. The editor has 
been in touch with Mr. Bruns and his second edition should prove to be exhaustively complete, 
To be included are all the "forerunner," USPS, BEP, ABNC, & UNPA cards along with updated pricing 
information. Also, some attempts will be made to eliminate pricing inaccuracies in the show 
cancelled cards. In all, the second edition, like the first, should prove to be the souvenir 
card collector's bible, 

The publication of the complete, “official"™ SCCS numbering system for souvenir cards will 
be accomplished with the listing of the USPS & BEP cards in the Winter issue of the SCJ, Once 
the 2nd edition of the Bruns US SC CATALOG comes out early next year, the SCCS will lobby the 
Scott's Catalog people to adopt the SCCS numbering system.for their SC listings. 
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In the next two weeks, the SCCS will reach the 500 mark, an increase of over 200 members 
since the summer issue of the SCJ. Last December when I first announced the formation of 
the SCCS, I never dreamed of having this many members in less than a year, Still, I am not 
satisfied, There are tens of thousands of souvenir card collectors in the United States, 
The SCCS has only a fraction of these collectors in its membership. That is why my goal 

is to have 1,000 SCCS members by the time we celebrate our first anniversary in March, 
Hence, I again ask all of you to take it apon yourselves to sign up at least one new member, 
This would result in a doubling of our membership and would thus meet my goal. Members, 
include xeroxes of our membership application with your correspondence. Dealers can do 
the same and give us publicity in their news-letters. Many of you have done this and it has 
helped. The problem is that we need a lot more of our members to help out and recruit new 
members. 


The fall issue of the SCJ is finally out about a month late. Thank you for being patient. 

I have very little time away from the hospital and now find most of my free time taken up 

by the SCCS. I had to use a weeks vacation to get this journal out. My time constrictions 
can only be expected to get worse as we have a baby on the way, I just bought a house, and my 
rotations at the hospital will get more demanding. Hence, you can expect future issues of 
the SCJ to be late as was this one. Please don't misconstrue this as complaining, I have a 
lot of fun putting together:the SCJ. I do, however, need more help from the SCCS membership. 
Articles are always needed and need to be ready for printing. The same goes with ads, Herb 
Meisels has helped by preparing address labels for the SCCS members-thanks Herb! This will 
save me lots of time addressing journals. Ed Beers, one of our most active members, has 
helped out by offering to do a quarterly column on privately issued souvenir cards=thank you 
Edt We need someone familiar with the philatelic/numismatic press to help out with promoting 
the SCCS. Such a person would make up news releases from information in the SCJ to send out 
to help get new members. I've been filling this position but do not have the time necessary 
to keep up a constant media blitz. If any of you own printing shops, we could sure use qual- 
ity printing for the SCJ at discount prices. In short, if you have a service or idea to offer 
to help out the SCCS, please let yourself be heard, 


Financially, the SCCS is walking a tight rope. With the printing of this issue and a small 
second reprint of the first two issues, our funds are exhausted, We are counting on additio- 
nal new members in the next few months to raise enough funds for the final issue of 1981], 
This is one area where recruiting of new members is essential. Dues will increase in 1981 
due to increased printing and postage costs. Effective 3/81, dues will be $7 for collectors 
and $12 for dealers. Life memberships to the SCCS will now be offered at $100. These funds 
will be set aside in special interest bearing accounts. Donations are always welcome, 
Starting with this issue, printing costs will be lessened by eliminating a thicker cover and 
extra folding and stapling. Free ads will continue to be the trademark of the SCJ. HoWever, 
the cost of additional advertising will go up to $10 for an extra 1/3 page ad and $15 for a 
full page ad, 


Finally, I'd like to recommend the ESSAY PROOF SOCIETY to our membership, especially those 
interested in “"forerunners."" Their publication contains much on items other than essays, etCe 
Dues are $15/year, send it to D.E, McGuire, R.D. #4, Colonial Dr., Katonah, NY 10536. Also, 
I highly recommend PAPER AMERICANA, a monthly periodical with articles & lots of ad space for 
those who are interested in paper americana as well as cards, Costs $8/year, send to P. A.

EDITOR'S NOTE: I,ve considered a Q & A column but have not had room for it. I've tried to 
answer reader's questions through this column, If you have questions and want them answered 
in the SCJ, drop me a line and I will put it in the LETTERS TO THE EDITOR column. The Doovas 
souvenir cards are various cards put out for numismatic conventions by William Doovas, SCCS 
#226. Most of them were BEP vignette cards(see FORERUNNER FORUM, Summer issue) that were pri- 
vately overprinted by Doovas with text concerning the show and engraving. Hence, they are 
“official” BEP cards that were privately overprinted. I've been in touch with Mr. Doovas and 
hope he will provide the SCCS with an article listing his souvenir cards. The BEP reduced the 
Size of their cards soley for economical reasons. With the smaller size, they can print six 
cards at a time as opposed to only four. They also feel the card looks better in smaller size 
and better shows off the central vignette. I've received a lot of complaints about this new 
BEP policy. Cancelled card collectors are especially concerned because there is now very lit- 
tle room for show cancellations. Hopefully the BEP won't start making their cards paper thin 
as we have seen with some of the more recent ABNC cards. I urge you to write the BEP if you 
have objections to the new card size. I know I am opposed to it. Don't expect much of a res- 
ponse, however. Perhaps we should put the matter to an SCCS vote and send the results to the 
BEP? I'd like some more feedback on this question. 


I am primarily interested in the numismatic SC's and was wondering if the society might consid- 
er approaching other bank note printers(such as Thomas De La Rue, Bradbury & Wilkinson CO, 
Waterlow & Sons, etc.) and encourage them to issue souvenir cards, Charles R. Hosch, SCCS #367 
EDITORS NOTE: The U.S, Bank Note Co. put out the first private security printer card at SIPEX 
1966-a philatelic exhibition(see listing this issue). They plan another for the 10th anniver- 
sary of the Currency Club of Chester County(see ad On page nine of this isswe)fhe British firms 
have all been involved in the production of philatelic souvenir cards & non-postally valid 
sheets for the past twenty years or so. I collect them and know of only two others who col- 
lect them as well. Rarely are they advertised and I suspect they are not too popular in Eng- 
land either where maxim cards are now the rage. I know of no British numismatic souvenir 
cards. Its a great idea having a Brtish firm doing souvenir cards for American societies, 
Perhaps some of our philatelic and numismatic clubs should check into this. 


I am voting for the Bruns # system because I think that subdividing the system will produce 
specialization among people and will increase the amount of people interested in souvenir 
cards. For example, I very much enjoy the ABNC cards, and would not mind centering on just 
them in all forms.

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THE SOUVENIR CARDS OF THE PRIVATE SECURITY PRINTING FIRMS 
By Dr. Curtis D, Radford 


Most everyone is familiar with the "official" souvenir cards produced by the United 
States government security printer; the Bureau of Engraving & Printing. Not as well 
known, however, are the souvenir cards produced by the private security printing firms 
in the United States and Canada, These firms include the American Bank Note Company 
(ABNC), United States Bank Note Company (USBNC), Canadian Bank Note Company (CBNC), Bri- 
tish American Bank Note Company (BABNC), Ashton=-Potter LTD (AP), & others. As with the 
Bureau cards, the cards of the private security printing firms can be divided into “fore- 
runner" and modern day souvenir cards. Since the 1850's, precursor souvenir cards have 
been printed by the ABNC and her predecessor companies as well as other security printing 
firms. Some of these ‘forerunner souvenir cards include those in the souvenir convention 
booklets of the International Plate Printers, Die Stampers & Engravers Union of North 
America, These Union cards can be found listed in the last 1981 issue of the SOUVENIR 
CARD JOURNAL. 

The modern day souvenir card of the private security printers did not have its advent 
until the "SIPEX Miner" card was issued in 1966. During the Sixth International Philatelic 
Exhibition held in Washington, D.C. in May of 1966, the USBNC distributed a souvenir card 
with a vignette of a gold miner. Since that time, a limited number of souvenir cards 
has been printed by the private security printing firms of the United States and Canada, 
Although the majority of these cards are numismatic in nature, they have been issued at 
both numismatic and philatelic exhibitions, 

Souvenir cards produced by the private security printers are rather controversial as 
to whether they are “official" or “unofficial.” Since these security printing companies 
have been involved in the printing of stamps and currency for a variety of governments, 
some feel that their souvenir cards are to be considered “official." Others, however, 
feel these cards should be classified as "unofficial" because they are printed under private 
contract for various non-governmental organizations. The controversy centers on whether it 
is the printer or the distributor that makes a souvenir card “official.” Perhaps these 
cards should be considered “semi-official" as they are printed by firms involved in govern- 
mental printing but lack governmental sanction. 

The following is a listing of the modern day souvenir cards produced by the private 
security printing firms in the United States and Canada. These cards were usually produced 
for various philatelic and numismatic organizations that were hosting exhibitions. Hence, 
almost all of these cards can be found both mint and with special show cancellations, The 
show cancelled cards are usually quite scarce, The U.S. and Canadian cards will be listed 
together as one of the Canadian cards was printed by an American printer. This listing is 
part of the official SOUVENIR CARD COLLECTORS SOCIETY numbering system for souvenir cards. 
Hence, the numbers given are the official SCCS numbers. This listing is felt to be complete 
up to the present. Should there be any private security printing firm cards of the U.S. or 
Canada missing from this list, the author would appreciate a copy of the same, The name of 
the printer is given in parentheses after the title of each card, All of the cards listed 
are steel engraved unless noted otherwise. The prefix "SO" will be used for "semi-official."

SO 1) SIPEX Miner card (USBNC). Issued at the Sixth International Philatelic Exhibition, 
May 21-30 in Washington, D.C.. Consists of a vignette in black of a gold miner sit- 
WV ting at the edge of a river. 20,000 were printed, 5,000 were sold at 25¢ each during 
SIPEX, and the remaining 15,000 are unaccounted for and are probably in circulation. 
The miner vignette was used on the stock certificates of the Verde Combination Copper 
Company in the early 1900's. 


2) %INTERPHIL 1976 “America 1776-1976" card (ABNC). Issued at the INTERPHIL International 
Fhilatelic Exhibition held in Philadelphia May 29-jJune 6, 1976. Consists of a vignette 

wW in light brown of two drummers, a standard bearer, a black marcher, and a fife player. 
On each day of the show, 500 cards were distributed giving a total distribution of 4,500. 


3) INTERPHIL 1976 “Lincoln's Gettysburg Speech" card (ABNC). Issued at the INTERPHIL 
International Philatelic Exhibition held in Philadelphia May 29-June 6, 1976. Consists 
lo of a vignette of Lincoln, text of the speech, and a fancy border all im green. On each 
day of the show, 500 cards were distributed giving a total distribution of 4,500 cards.

CAPEX 1978 "Cartier" card (BABNC). Issued at the Canadian Philatelic Exhibition held in 
Toronto, June 9-18, 1978. Consists of a copy of the Canadian 1934 Cartier Quadricen- 
tenary stamp (Scott #208) as well as an enlarged vignette of Cartier arriving at Canada, 
and a photographic reproduction of the scene. The vignettes are in blue and the photo- 
graphic reproduction is in brown, 10,000 copies of this card were printed, 


CAPEX 1978 “Color Progression” card (AP). Issued at the Canadian Philatelic Exhibition 
held in Toronto, June 9-18 ,1978, Illustrates the eight stages of color progression in 
the production of postage stamps by multicolor offset lithography, The example given is 
that of the 12¢ Canadian stamp honoring the painter, Tom Thompson, 11,700 were printed. 


IPMC 1979 Society of Paper Money Collectors card (ABNC). Issued for the International 
Paper Money Convention held in Memphis, Tennessee, June 15-17, 1979. Consists of a re- 
production of $2 bank note of the Liberty Bank of Providence, R.I. along with inforzative 
text-both are engraved in black. 20,000 were printed, 5,122 sold, and the remaining 
14,878 copies were destroyed, 

ANA 1979 card (ABNC). Issued by the American Numismatic Association for their 88th 
anniversary convention held in St. Louis, MO, July 28-August 2, 1979. Reproduced from 
the original plate is a $10 bank note of the Exchange Bank of St. Louis in black intaglio 
and red offset. 20,000 copies were printed, 11,000 were sold, and 9,000 copies remain 


in the hands of the ANA, 


IPMC 1980 Society of Paper Money Collectors card (ABNC). Issued for the International 
Paper Money Convention held in Memphis, Tennessee, June 6-8, 1980. Consists of a 
reproduction from the original plates of an 1860 $100 bank note from the Bank of 
Lebanon of Lebanon, New Hampshire. The note and text are in black intazglio with the 
addition of orange offset printing on the note, 10,000 were printed, 3,200 were sold 
at the show with 5,867 being sold overall. The remaining 4,133 cards were destroyed. 


ANA 1980 card (ABNC). Issued by the American Numismatic Association for their 89th 
anniversary convention held in Cincinnati, Ohio, August 18-23, 1980. Consists of a 
reproduction from the original plates of a $3 bank note from the Bank of the Ohio 
Valley of Cincinnati, Ohio. The note is in biack intaglio with green offset. Text 

is in black intaglio. 19,000 were printed with 9,000 sold. Currently, 10,000 remain 
on hand at the ANA, 


Bank Note Reporter 1980 card (ARNC). Issued by the Bank Note Reporter, a numismatic 
publication,as part of a subscription drive in the fall of 1980, Consists of a $3 
bank note printed from the original plates of the Bank of the State of Kansas-Atchison,. 
Both the note and the text are in black intaglio. 5,000 were printed and it is be- 
lieved that all were sold. 


ANA 1981 midyear card (ABNC). Issued by the American Numismatic Association for its 
third annual midyear convention held in Honolulu, Hawaii, February 5-8, 1961. Consists 
of a reproduction from the original plate of a $5 bank note of the Republic of Hawaii. 
The note is in black intaglio with blue offset. Text is also in black intaglio. 

10,000 cards were printed with all. being sold. 


IPMC 1981 Society of Paper Money Collectors card (ABNC). Issued for the International 
Paper Money Convention held in Memphis, Tennessee, June 19-21, 1981. Consists of a 
reproduction from the original plate of a $50 bank note of the Bank of Selma, Alabama. 
The note is in black intaglio with green offset. The text is also in black intaglio, 
10,000 were printed and copies are still available from the Society of Paper Money 
Collectors, 
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SOQ 16) INTERPAM 1981 card (ABNC). Issued by the International Bank Note Society and the 
Canadian Paper Money Society for the International Paper Money Congress and Exhibi- 
tion held in Toronto, July 15-18, 1981. This card contains two bank notes; a $1 note 
of the Grenville County Bank in Prescott, Canada and a $2 note of the Cataract City 
Bank in Paterson, New Jersey. The Grenville note is in black intaglio and the Cata- 
ract City note is in black intaglio with orange offset. Text is also in black intaglio. 
At present, it is unknown how many of these cards were printed and sold. 


17) ANA 1981 card (ABNC). Issued by the American Numismatic Association for their 90th 
anniversary convention held in New Orleans, Louisiana, July 28-August 2, 1981. This 
card consists of a reproduction from the original plate of a $5,000 bank note of the 
Canal Bank of New Orleans. The note and text are in black intaglio. 10,000 were 
printed, 7,000 have been sold with 3,000 still on hand at the ANA, 


18) ANA 1981 Building Fund or "Swap Ten” card (ABNC). This card was also sold at the ANA 
1981 convention in New Orleans to raise money for the new ANA headquarters, The card 
was "swapped" for ten dollars cash. It consists of a $10 bank note of the Artisan 
Bank of Trenton, New Jersey. The note is in black intaglio with green offset. The 
text is in black intaglio. 5,000 were printed, 1,500 have been sold to date, and 
3,500 remain on hand at the ANA, 





PRIVATE SOUVENIR CARDS 
By Edward F, Beers, Jr. SCCS #42 


This first column and all subsequent columns shall be devoted to 
the area of private souvenir cards. Let's define a private souvenir 
card: as a card that has not been issued by any government. They have 
no official recognition. The U.S.P.S., the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, the U.N., Chile, Brazil, etc. have cards issued by their respective 
governments. Private cards are those issued by clubs, societies, com- 
mercial firms, towns and cities, civic groups, etc., and they are printed 
by private printing firms as selected by the sponsoring group. 


We shall not deal with specific cards at this time. Rather, let 
us just try to describe the fun, challenge, and overall participation 
that a person enjoys when he collects private cards. 


First of all, you better read the philatelic press with more than 
just a scan. Why? Because if you are desirous of acquiring private 
souvenir cards, you will not know about their issuance unless you have 
a source, and that source has to be your stamp paper or magazine. Diligence 
is required because news of a new card might be just a short squib on 
page 20, or it might be found in the middle of a rather long column devoted 
to a particular club or society having an upcoming meeting or exhibition. 
This thorough reading is going to enlarge your general philatelic knowledge. 


Let's be hypothetical for a moment. You have spotted an item in 
the philatelic press that really intrigues you. A club in the midwest 
is sponsoring a card and the theme is one that is close to your heart. 
In fact, it will fit right in with your topical stamp collection. The 
charge is $1.75 unused or $2.25 with show cancel. You decide on the 
latter, place your order (keeping a copy for your own records), enclose 
your check, your thanks, and a return address labél, if you have one. 
Always ask the club to please write "Do Not Bend Or Fold" on their shipping 
envelope. Now you sit back and wait and when your card arrives, you 
anxiously remove it from its envelope, and lo and behold (in most cases), 
it more than meets your expectations. Let me add here that in eight 
years of card collecting, not one of my orders has gone astray. A very 
few, perhaps three or four, have come through the worst for wear, but 
not really the fault of the U.S.P.S. ‘The sender simply failed to properly 
inscribe the shipping envelope or did not properly secure it with a firm 
backing, as you would in mailing a first day cover, for example. 
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Private cards do offer a hobby at rather minimal cost. When you 
order every club and society card that is available to you and order 
one unused and perhaps two or three others, each showing a different 
cancel date of the show, you can then have quite an expense. My preference 
is to acquire the card with first day of show cancelation, but naturally, 
to each his own. There have been clubs and societies that have been 
issuing souvenir cards for a number of years, and it is my hope tu concentrate 
on one of these organizations in an upcoming column relative to how they 
got their start, how the theme is decided upon, how they publicize the 
card, etc. May I mention here that I include a paragraph or two every 
time I order a card and thoroughly propagate the Souvenir Card Collectors 
Society! The response has been most encouraging and hopefully will prove 
fruitful. Here comes more of "the same old story", but it is a fact 
that we must exert all efforts possible to increase our membership. In 
numbers not only do we gain strength and knowledge, but’ in a mercenary 
view, our collections will increase in value. In all honesty, I believe 
that most collectors, and I include stamp, plate block, thimbles, covers, 
barbed wire, dolls, toy soldiers, matchbooks, or whatever, as well as 
souvenir card collectors, keep one eye on the enjoyment of their chosen 
hobby and the other on the value of same. Let's face it, it's part of 
the fun. Thanks for reading the writer's intital effort. It was enjoyable 
because I feel as though I am writing to a bunch of friends and doing 
it with just one article. In our next column, we shall devote our efforts 
to a single, privately sponsored souvenir card group and explore how 
they go about issuing a card.

THE "BUREAU" CARDS OF THE CHAUTAUQUE LAKE LOCAL POST 
By Daniel F. Lincoln SCCS #23 


Way back in 1972, the Chautauque Lake Local Post issued its first "Bureau" souvenir 
card, Since the Bureau of Engraving and Printing in Washington, D.C. was overburdened 
with its souvenir card program, the task of printing this card fell on the shoulders of 
the Bureau of Design & Perforations(BD&P). The BD&P is responsible for the printing of 
the stamps, covers, and cards of the Chautauque Lake Local Post. Hence, this first souv- 
enir card was an “official Bureau" card, 
This card was issued for FENTOPEX VI held in Jamestown, New York, October 27-28, 1972. 
The plan was to cooperate with our local philatelic society, the Reuben E, Fenton Philatelic 
Society, A.P.S. Chapter #705-55184 in their 6th annual stamp exhibition, Illustrated on the 
card was the current, 1972 local post stamp which was of 24 Raspufnick denomination. The 
card was distributed gratis to all members of the R. E,. Fenton Philatelic Society and to 
other interested friends. An insert distributed with the card gives the following infor- 
mation concerning the Chautauque Lake Local Post: 
Begun in 1970 as a public service on Chautauque Lake, the Postal Ship 
FOR ROLIGT picks up mail at designated docks and carries it to 9 lake- 
side postoffices for regular postal handling. The local stamps are 
affixed and cancelled for the lake service and a regular U.S. postage 
stamp is also applied for the postal service charge. 


Announced as “operating on an indefinate and irregular schedule” the 
operators point out that "all that stuff about neither wind, nor rain, 
nor sleet" does not apply to the Chautauque Lake Local Post. It only 
goes out in nice weather, 


"Raspufnicks" are used as the Local's "Medium of Exchange."" These are 
ancient Chautauquanian Indian coins and the stamps are of that denomi- 
mation, New stamps are issued annually and covers for First Days of 
Issue and other Special Events are commemorated, 
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Following the practice of the U.S. Bureau of Engraving & Printing, we also protected our- 
selves against any suits for infringement by turning the tables on the BEP with an en- 
couragement to copy. These cards were printed on fine card stock and after the free dis- 


tribution, sold for 10¢ a piecet

Post commemorating the 100th anniversary of the Chautauque Institution, 
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Unfortunately, the Chautauque Lake Local Post is no longer issuing new stamps or 
providing routine lake mail service after 1] years of service to the world, We did feel 
we had to respond to the new "B" stamp by putting out a special cover that had two "BR" 
stamps on it when the USPS came out with their copy of our “B" stamp which we had issued 
in 1978, Hence, we put out a "double B" cover-theirs and our's on the day they issued 
theirs. It turned out to be attractive to collectors. Kind of cute when you're involved 
in postal history. This cover is still available for $1 plus a #10 SASE, The 1972 
FENTOPEX card is also still available for the outrageous price of 10¢ plus an SASE, 
Lastly, our fancy "Bureau" 1974 centennial card is available for $1 plus 35¢ postage. 

Despite its hiatus in postal emissions, the Chautauque Lake Local Post is still 
operating. We continue to respond to a surprising number of inquiries, The Monetary 
Commission is still watching the fluctuation of the Raspufnick in the international mon- 
ey markets, The Whitewall Postal Museum will continue to maintain a fine exhibit of

A-13 1 September 1949: SULBRAPEX Philatelic Exposition; 102 x 139 mm; 5,000. 
This fine paper issue has a line drawing of a landscape and is affixed with a 
copy of Scott # 683. No mention in Scott. 


The "Authorized" FOLINHAS, generally speaking catalog higher than the "Officials" 
which is probably due to their dateof issue and their relatively limited quan- 
tity. This writer is unaware of the catalog maker's distinction between the 
titles "Authorized" and "Official". Earlier copies of the Schiffer catalog 
grouped the FOLINHAS together with Brazil's souvenir sheets which are called 
BLOCOS. 


It should be noted that in recent times the D.C.T. has become involved in 
Maximum (postcard type) cards, as opposed to those types mentioned in this 
articles To my knowledge, no new "sovernment" (ie. D.C.T.) issues have 
appeared since 1966. 


There is one (at least) other card that is not listed by RHM, but has been in- 
cluded in other specialty catalogs. Dated 23 October 1948, issued for the 
Fifth National Eucharistic Congress, measuring 135 x 178 mm, quantity unknown, 
a multi-color card reproducing copies of Scott # 378, 428, 478, and 539 and

occur less frequently, this would be, of course, the more prized of the two, now known.
